BURIED ALIVE. 


Strange Action of the Horses. 


A Dove Retuses to Fiy. 


a horrible story of a man being buried 
alive at Denver, Colo., while supposed to 
be dead. 

It was on Sunduy, Nov. 13. Louis Bren- 
ner, 35 years of age, an employee of the 
South Park railroad shops, wus supposed 
to have died from over-indulgence in 
malt stimulants. His fnneral was set for 
Dec. 2. under the auspices of one of the 
local tribes of Red Men. 

There was nothing unusual about the 
services until the coftined body was placed 
in the hearse. Then for some unex- 
plained reason, the horses which hud 

en used for this purpose for years re- 
fused to go, and became so unruly that 
they had to be changed for another team. 
When the cortege was ready tomove the 
horse of Henry Speck, one of the mourn- 
ers. refused to move, and he was obliged 
to procure another animal to udd to the 
list of uncommon and uncanny events. A 
runaway team crossed the funeral pro- 
cession on the way to Riverside ceme- 
tery und collided with a buggy contain- 
ing two of the friends of the decensed. 
The men escaped injury, but the buggy 
was badly damaged. Arriving at the 
cemetery the coffin was dropped from 
the heurse by blundering attendants, to 
the disgust of the mourners. 
Another und more sickening aecident 
awaited them. As the cofin was being 
lowered into the grave ono of the ropes 
broke, and for u moment the people were 
horrified by seeing the coflin standing on 
end in the grave. According to the buri- 
al servicesof the Red Men it is provided 
for the liberation of a dove from a small 
box placed on the coffin just us the first 
handful of dirt ia thrown into the grave. 
This was finally done after the cottin hud 
been properly placed inthe grave, With 
s feeling akin tosuperstitious terror.some 
of the mourners suw the dovo futter 
from its cuge and alight at the very edge 
of the grave. It would not teke wings 
until frightened away by the men who 
men who piled dirt over the narrow Lome 
of the supposed dend, There were un- 
usually thoughtful faces in the proces- 
sion that wonded its way slowly from the 
city of the dead.

Is it a Religion? 


CHAPTER VU. 

The late lamented Beecher erred, 
and who has not? Born und reared in 
the orthodox falth, It is no) subject for 
wonderment that he said, in expressing 
hia viown on death: “If you have lost 
companions, children, friends, you hive 
not Jost them, They followed the nilot; 
they went through the ulry channels un- 
known und unknowable, and they uro 
with the Lord,.-and you are goling to 
him, too,” 

Spiritualism shares in the sentiment 
expressed in the frst paragraph that 
“they are not lost,” but doen not coin- 
cide with hin conclusion, The way they 
have pone is not unsearchable in the 
light of psychical law and modern rov- 
elations. Tho departed have bridged 
the so-called gulf that was supposed to 
separate them from us, and they often 
assure us of their presence. We have 
seen them, heard them speak, and often 
felt thelr presenco and witnessed thelr 
physical manifestations of power, I was 
called to the bedside of a niece who was 
peri through the last scene when the 
minortal puts off the mortal chrysalls 
form, and, ralelny her head from the 
pillow, asked, " What are so many poo- 
ple doing that are standing around out 
there?" Ina few moments later she ro- 
ceived an answer to her question, for 
she, too, stood with them. They were 
invisible to all but the clairvoyant eye 
of the soul, Many have been the com- 
munications we huve received from the 
same nieco since her advent into spirit- 
life. We have received messages from 
perhaps more than one hundred person- 
uted intelligences who have passed to 
spirit spheres, and none of them have 
instructed us in this ‘pilot’ the late 
great preacher called “the Lord.” One 
spirit came to tell me there certainly ax 
u personal God, und when asked the 
question how he knew there tas one, an- 
swered that he did not know that there 
was onu, but he had been instructed in 
the sphere where he belonged that there 
was one, and they paid him their adoru- 
tion of praise, expecting to see him 
sometime in the future. I replied that 
possibly those expectations were born of 
that infinite inspiration that was draw- 
ing all souls toward the “light” and 
never reveals its personality—except 
through the infinite Punta soul, and for 
this reason would always evade our 
grasp unless we recognized him through 
humanity us the highest expression of 
infinite intelligence—an intelligence 
that beckons us onward and upward for- 
ever, revealing itself in the ever-present 
and looked-for to-morrow, 

Further questioning elicited the fact 
that this spirit hud not progressed be- 
yond those mid-regions that reflected 
the images of his earthly education, and 
was still in close rapport with the ster- 
otyped ideus of mortulson earth. At ull 
events, we were convinced of the source 
of the communication, but uot convinced 
of an impersonal personality called God. 
Swedenbory made many cluirvoyant vis- 
its to what is called the Spirit-world, 
and has given us a description of spirita. 
as ho saw them, which Is a perfectly 
natural description, as we might expect, 
if Spiritualism is true. He has told us, 
“the spirit of man, after the dissolution 
of the body, appears in the spiritual 
world in a human form, in every respect 
as in the natural, physical world, (Italics 
mine.) He enjays the fuculty of sight, 
of hearing, of spenking, and of feeling, 
us he did in the world, and he is en- 
dowed with overy faculty of thought, of 
will, and of action, ax when be was in fhe 
world. Ina word, he is a man in ull re- 
spectas, even to the most minute particu- 
lar, except that he is not encompassed 
with the groxs body which he had in the 
world, Ho leaves this when he dies, and 
nover resumes it. This continuation of 
lifo is what in meant by the resurrec- 
tion.” 

We cannot tuko uny exception to this 
description of the spiritual man, or to 
his conclusion us to what is meant by the 
resurrection. Nodoubt that he truth- 
fully recorded what ho saw, or that which 
ho recorded was n truthful representa- 
tion insofar as it appealed to his senses; 
but he did not discover all, What he 
saw wan the condition of spirits in a re- 
lative sense as to their then present con- 
dition: but he did not discover the law 
of progression ns {t operates in spirit-life. 

Those hella he doseribes aru but the 
temporary abodes of spirits environed 
with evaneseent conditions that will and 
must be outgrown, in order that the spir- 
it may riso to ita rightful inheritance in 
the ondless cyclo of progression. Wedo 
not wish to be understood us teaching 
universal salvation, Wedo not accept 
the Universnlists’ creed, (or any other 
creed), for it is only a alight improvement 
on tho other Christian denominations, 
espociahy that of Talmadges, for he in 
golny to save all from nineteen hundred 
on, oxcept n fow infidels and men with 
more than one wife, Universalism basen 
ite hopo of salvation on the merits of a 
erucitivd Savior, It is moro liberal in 
saving nll, Spirktuntiam denies to man 
such salvation, 1t bhos no Christian hell 
to save man from, It ha» no Christian 
heaven to get man into, It has no por 
sonal God who presides over the destiny 
of the human soul, It eupplics man with 
nono of these Imuginary nids, but pointe 
him to the rond over which he munt 
travol, and with the assintance of what 
Col. R. G, Ingersoll la pleased to call 
the * Holy Trinity of Science.” Reason, 
experience, and obeervation, leaves him 
to work out his own salvation, even 
though it be with “ fear and trembling.” 
The only salvation in the light of Spirit- 
ualinm that can be of any avall to man 
is knowledge, a knowledge that will in- 
struct and lead him in right modem of 
living, — a knowledge fhat will oducate 
him In his truv relationship to the over 
self-cxistent law of cause and effect, o 
knowledge that teaches him of the nee- 
essary consequences that must follow his 
overy act which goos to make up his in- 
dividual lifo and which constitutes hie 
personal Identity forever. A violation, 
through lynorance or otherwise, of his 
true relationship, as effecting his own 
spiritual matus, and that of his fellow- 
being», will work Its inevitable effect, 
and no aivior can unmake it. As we 
sow sochall wo reup, in the great law 
of nature. The doctrine that teaches 
forgiveness of sins js n lic, and disproved 
by the gospel of Spiritualism. Sclah! 
People who refuse to accept this conclu- 
sion are standing in their own light, 
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busing thelr nue of salvation on the 


merit and sufferings of another, they tou 
often bueome indifferens to personal and 
fndividusal meritin themselves, and the 
moral law which commands tho right 
becaune it la right, and forbids the wrong 
because itis wrong, reyardless alike of 
punishment and ceward, is often neg- 
lected. A promine of forgiveness for sin 
la n eons to do wrong, and will entan- 
glo the ono who accepts it sud neta upon 
it in intricweies that will constitute hin 
or har hell before harmony is established, 
Christians wilh not PIPRI: tho force of 
this logie, and hold that sin can be for- 
given us by God on the simu grounds 
that we forgive one another. The anal- 
ogy le good un fur as it goes, but we can 
not change the offect. As an effect It 
»tands in just relatlonship to its caune, 
and nothing, not even a God, can unmake 
It, hence, God can not obliterate sin's 
affect, 

Many people, with various phises of 
belief, hold that it is necesmary to gov- 
orn or rule the world with u religion of 
fear, There may be some truth in this 
argument in a relativo sense; but we 
think it better to teach the truth und 
take tho consequences, 

A Methodist claaslender once said to 
the: “Tf 1 believed na you do, I would 
have all this world’s ypoods I wanted, if 
I had to steal them. Yes, I would even 
murder to get them, If I did not believe 
in endless punfshmunt.” A little more 
coniidence in the doctrine of furgivences 
of sin would have constituted him a full- 
fedyod criminal. It is true, 1 do not be- 
Hove in the sacredness of the Christhin's 
Subbuth; I do not attend thelr womhip, 
or repeat thelr parrovlike prayers; but 
thls omission Ja no sin. I simply keep 
my conscience clear and stand erect, 
which, in many respects, means to stand 
alone.
